rynge onely a ſkynne, nothing coucs 
tinge of our thinges r But trucly he 
was not voꝛetched/foꝛ he put wets 
chednes from other: noꝛ yct was he 
pooꝛe, foz he ruled bothe yppon ſee 
and lande. Foz where ſo euer he did 
aſſault, he ouercame on cuery ſyde, 
noꝛ in his tyme he chaunced vppon 
none /that might other matche him, 
02 ouercome gym ,vwhyle he lyued. 
And thynkeſt thou chat he wanted 
apparell 02 ſhowes ? and that ther- 
fore he wandredde abꝛoode in the

What was Theſeus his compaa «+ 
nion ? Mas Re not kynge of all the 


and naked, andit pleaſed hym to no

hym onely / but it pleſcd all thaunci- 
ent men, and they were better than 
you, and they woldec not haue ſuſſe- 
red any ſuche tꝑingc / no more than 
a lyon wolde ſuffer hym ſelſe to be 
clyppcd. For thcy thought tendre- 
neſſc of fleſſhe and (mothenes becam 
women / and they as they were me, 
ſo they wolde ſeme / and thought a 
berd to be the aparell of a man, as a 
maane ſoꝛ a hoꝛſe / and a berde foꝛ a 
lyon / god hath gyuen foꝛ a beaute 
of a certeine goodlynes of apparcll, 
ſo vnto men he hath gyuen a berde. 
Therfoꝛe them J folowe, thoſe an- 
cient men J ſay woll J folowe nd 
J cnuyc not the men of this age, in 
theyꝛ namc of meruailous bleſſed- 
ncs, voice they haue in meate and 
apparcl, ſins they polyſhe and ſmo- 
then all the partes of they: bodye / 
and ſuffer not ſo moche as that that 
ſhuld be ſccrete,to grow accoꝛdinge 


to nature , But J wolde wyſhe my 
| ſelfe

ſelfe to haue hoꝛſe fete, as they ſaye 
Chiron had: and that nede no moꝛe 
aꝑparcll than lyons, noꝛ more dcly- 
cate meate than dogges. Lette me 
moꝛe oucr be in that caſe, that euery 
maner of bare erthe, ſuffyſe me for 


my bedde / and that J may take the 


woꝛlde foz my houſe / and that J 
may chuſe ſuche meates / that maye 
eaſcly be gotten. But golde and (yl- 
uer let me neuer deſyꝛe, nother ] noꝛ 
any of my frcndes . Fo: all miſchif- 
fes comcth vnto menne oute of the 
deſyꝛes of them, both treſons, war- 
res / qwaytes / and mourders. All 
theſethinges ſpꝛinge out of the well 
of deſyꝛe of moꝛe. But god ſaue vs 
from theſe thinges /⁊ that neuer I de 
ſyꝛe moꝛe than inough: and whan 
J haue leſſe, that J may ſuffer with 
cuyn mynde. our thinges be of this 
ſoꝛte / of a ſuerte theſe thinges are fer 
from the comen opinion. And itis 
not to be meruiled, if we differ from

them in apparell / from vohome we 
differ ſo ferre in oꝛder of lyfe. But 
wonder of the, that where thou a 
oweſt vnto a minſtrell / his certcyne 
facion and aparell, and vnto a tabꝛe- 
toꝛ his, and vnto a player his / vnto 
a good man thou alovocit no pꝛoper 
facion and aparell . And ifit be ſo, 
that there be any facion oꝛ cuſtome 
of good men / what is moꝛe meter 
than this that J vſe / that vnto waſt 
full folke is moſt ſhameful? and vnto 
which they are moſt ageynſt ? My 
cuſtome © faſcion tha is, to be ſwee 
tye / and rough / to were an old cloke/ 
to let my gere grow / and to go bare- 
fote. And yours is moſte lyke vnto 
the facion of theſe bougerons / and a 
man can not know you from them, 
nother by your apparell / no: by ten- 
dreneſſe, noꝛ in chaunge of ſhirtes, 
noꝛ in clokes / noꝛ in pꝛety ſhowwes / 
noꝛ in trymyng of your hcre, noꝛ in 
ſauour. Foꝛ ye gre perfumed lyke 
them / 
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them, euyn you that are ſo bleſſed. 
But vohat whan a man ſmell lyke a 
bougeron ? ye and in ſuffrans of la- 
labour ye are no better than they : 
and with delightes ye gre ouercom- 
men as vocll as they, yefede as they 
do/ye ſlepe and go onthe ſame facts 
on / ye you wol not go, but rather be 
caryed / as though ye were ferdcls, 
ſome vpon men, ſome vpon beaſtes. 
And me my fete do cary whyther lo 
euer J nede. And J can ſuffer colde 
and hete, and that that god ſendeth 
withouten grudge, that 1s to ſaye 
bycaule J am a w:etche . And you, 
bycauſe of this blciſednes, are con- 
tent with no foꝛtune but ye ar wery 
of all thinges / and can not ſuffer that 
that no we is, and deſyꝛes that that 
is to come, in vointer wiſhinge foz 
ſummer, and in heate foꝛ coldc/ and 
agayne in colde fo: heate, waiward 
and plaininge as ſicke men / vhiche 
thinge is cauſed by ſickenes inthem,

though it be thus; yet ye thinke it 
mcte / to bꝛinge vs ynto your lyfc / 
and to coꝛrupt ours, where as ofte 
tymes the thinges that ye do, ar yll 
counſelid, and you your ſclfe in your 
ovone buſineſſis ar not all of the beſt 
1 do nothinge of them

other like ſemcth to cury you awoay. 
Foꝛ ye lepe not only vpon an ho:(e, 
but vppon many / nowe vpon this, 
nowe ypon tother ye are caryed 4- 
way, and all are wyldc. And yet a- 
foꝛe ye fall ye know not that ye ſhall 
falle, but this olde clooke / that ye 
mocke / and my here / and my facion, 
is of ſuch power, that it gyueth me 
a quiete lyfe / that J may do what J 
woll, and company with vohome J 
woll. Fo: of foolyſſhe and ynlerned 
folke none woll come vnto mc: for 
by cauſe of this faſcion. And they 
that yet are of tẽdre lyfe / withdra vo 
them ferre from me.
